The reason for this is because the 
Ministry of Education has rules around child absence which can lead to us not being 
able to access funding for that particular child.

"Key" Teachers for Children 

We are introducing a key-worker system, so what does this mean for you? 

>^ You and your child will have a designated teacher who will continue to work with 
you and your child throughout their time at the preschool. 

The advantage in using this system is to build stronger connections and 
communication links between ourselves and our families, which will provide 
greater learning and development outcomes for your child. 

All members of the teaching team will continue to work with all the children 
attending the centre to provide best learning opportunities and outcomes. 

How will it work? 

5^ You will receive a letter informing you of who your child's keyworker is. 

This teacher will be responsible for providing you with feedback about your 
child's progress through informal feedback and formally at parent-teacher 
interviews. 

Should you have any concerns about your child then you need to speak with your 
child's keyworker. 

Your child's portfolio will be colour coded to correspond with their keyworker 
and it will still contain 2 meaningful learning stories each term, one of which will 
be from your child's keyworker.
